Our own
pooplo—haretofore free [rom taxation—have eongratu-
Inted thomsolves sach year on tholr happy lot, ws com-
pared with thut of tho tax-burdened subjects of Queen
Victoria, We have thought of tho hardship of belog cem-
pelied 1o pay tribute, in the form of & lax, on almoat
everything consumed or used; we have sympathized with
the poor peasant of [relsad, who has boen bound 4o a go-
wornmaub he despised, and has been compelled to pay his
faxed 0 ity support; It has been our boasl that we
have had the best government in the world,
and one for the support of which our people have bad
Yesa 0 cophribule than any other. The gigaatic rebailion
hing, however, bumbled our fpride, snd brought us w0 the
lavel of Bnglana, insomuch as that we are required o
submis 0 the paymoat of taxos for goveromenial sup-
port, though we can coogratulato oursolves Lhat our dobt
in obill small as compared with that of Grost Britain.
